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LAND POLICY. 


It isnot news to residents of the North- 
west that the increase in population,progress 
and prosperity of the territories during the 
past tenfyears, although very considerable, 
has fallen very far short of the expectations 
indulged in when the ©. P. R. bargain was 
made; that in consequence there has been 
for along time a feeling of disappointment 
in the Territories on the failure of the high 
hopes entertained, and of distrust on the 
part of the vast majority of Eastern people 
as to the actual value and capabilities of the 
country. N. F. Davin'’s recent motion in 
house voices the universal sentiment of the 
country—that the policy of settlement and 
development has not been a success. This 
motion can scarcely be considered as other 
than a straight motion of want of confidence 
in the government, for it simply declares the 
present policy bad without saying how it is 
bad or in what way it can be amended. 
There is no doubt that the speculative handl- 
ing of the public lands by the government 
On behalf of itself and friends has been one 
of the greatest causes in stunting the grow- 
th of settlement, The pioneer will not sub- 
init to play jackall for the speculative lion, 
whether he be an individual, a company, a 
syndicate ora government. He wants to 
reap the reward of his own enterprise, energy 
and industry; and if that reward is continu- 
ally being snapped from him by speculative 
schemes or he is 80 hedged about by restric- 
tions and regulations that he cannot make 
the very most of the opportunities which he 
sees aronnd him he is inclined to let the 
speculators have it all their own way, ashe 
has done to the great loss of both the specu- 
lators and the country. 

A case in point isthe mention inthe tele- 
grams of last issue that an agent is being 
sent out to evict occupants of school reser- 
ves, if they do not purchase their lands at 
public auction, an upset price being fixed by 
the government. Of course the land is reser- 
ved and of course these men had no right 
there, and the government has undoubtedly 
the right to evict them; but on the other 
hand, are they not doing good service to the 
country by settling on and improving these 
lands? What does the government want 
more than a fair price for its lands? Would 
not every legitimate government interest be 
served by selling these men their lands ata 
fair fixed valuation, rather than compel them 
to take chances on an auction robbery? Will 
not every one of the evicted men and their 
friends in all probability become anti-immi- 

gration agents of the most rabid class? Just 

as, if they remained in peaceable and pro- 

sperous possession would they not be as ex- 

cellent immigration agents? The chances 

are that this step is being taken because 

some speculative Ahab who is afriend of the 

government covets a single school section 

upon which some pioneer Naboth has squat- 

ted. 
Another striking sample of land policy is 
the proposed sale of the Indian reserve south 
of Edmonton. This is a block of excellent 

land, well situated, close to the heart of the 

settlement, which although abandoned by 

the Indians for some years has been held 

reserved from sale and settlement, while the 

country filled up around it. At last it is 

being offered for sale. If it was the desire of 

the government to get the land actually 
settled, the sale would be held on the ground 
so that the settlers present and prospective 
who lave chosen this section of country as 
their home would have the best possible 
opportunity of acquiring the land. In proot 
that itis not the desire of the government 
to have the land settled the sale is being held 
in Calgary, 200 miles away from the land, so 
that purchasers must in mow cases be both 
abscntees and speculators pure and simple— 
men who will buy land to let it lie idle until

The sale at the time and place 
announced is not in the interest of the 
settlers, of settlement or of the In- 
dians, and it therefore naturally must be 
in the interest of the expected purchasers, 
the friends doubtless of the heads of the de- 
partment by whose direction the sale is held. 
When such cases as the above are multiplied 
by the area of the Territories and the years 
of office of the present administration since 
the policy of government land speculation 
was definitely entered upon in 1882, a 
great part of the mystery regarding the lack 
of settlement in the Territories is explained.
